cathedrals erected many cities, nor even the great hos- 
pitals and asylums for the sick and the orphans, but above 
all the 5,000 parochial schools with 225 colleges for boys 
and the 696 academies for girls supported annual 
sacrifice over thirty-five million dollars, where some 


two millions Catholic children receive their secular and 


religious education without one cent cost the state.

God shall continue this glorious werk without the state. 

Not that would refuse the state support justly due 
for the results furnish the secular education 
given our schools. But would the same time main- 
tain the absolute independence our schools their 
religious character and internal management. Let the 
state examine our children and our work the 
standard required the state, then the name all 
that fair and just, let the state pay its share toward the 
support our schools. our work not satisfactory, 
shall not ask for the state compensation. What Amer- 
ican, Christian, Jew infidel, can object such 
fair demand which will “give Caesar the things that are 
and God the things that are God’s’’? 


Argument Against Free Text Books. 

There are two bills before the legislature which de- 
mand free books for the public schools. These bills are 
positively unjust and harmful the interests the Cath- 
olic and Lutheran citizens the state, who support their 
own schools, fact all citizens whose children are not 
educated the public schools. fear there are many well- 
meaning and fair-minded people who are enthusiastic for 
these bills; they consider grand thing and 
mighty advance education the state furnishes free 
text books the schools. Unfortunately this more 
sentiment than reason. The very principle implied free 
text books against every sound teaching political 
economy; its very nature kind state paternal- 
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ism which will logically lead the most absurd demands 
the most advanced socialism. 

are not run with open eyes into the utopia 
the full-fledged socialistic communistic state com- 
monwealth, must draw clear and definite line between 
state enterprise and the private and individual activity 
its citizens, between state rights and duties and the rights 
duties the individual citizen. Admit that the state 
has direct and immediate interests the education the 
children, does not the slightest change upset the 
old principle that the education the children first and 
foremost the duty and concern parents and 
the socialist theory the commonwealth supplant the 
family and the individual which are simply swallowed 
the state; the commonwealth all and all the rest 
for the commonwealth. 

Not the Christian principle, which places the indi- 
vidual and the family above the state just the order 
nature established God they both precede the state. 
Organized society, call state, commonwealth com 
munity, exists for the sake the family and the individual 
whose just interests must protect, whose welfare and 
progress must foster, whose peace and happiness must 
secure, and all this just laws without trespassing 
the God-given liberty and rights man and without sup- 
planting his personal endeavors and work 
any more any greater extent than the general good 
the néeds the whole people demand. There abso- 
lutely such need necessity for free text books, just 
little there any for free meals and free transporta 
tion. Education modern times has made 
strides without these means; can and will without 
them the future. taxpayer, presume, would object 
have free text books furnished the children fami- 
lies who are really poor and who, without any fault 
theirs, have depend for their support and living the 
charity others much perhaps their own work 
and wages. follow the same rule our parish schools. 
This, however, entirely different proposition from the 
bill proposing free and gratis distribution text books 
all children, rich and poor alike. false and 


dangerous policy for the state assume without urgent 
necessity the duties essentially inherent the parents and

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The Easter Spirit—Is any time the ecclesiastical 
year more rich possibilities for the Catholic teacher 
than the season which are about enter? The sacred 
and solemn mysteries Holy impressive 
church ceremonies, the atmosphere nearness the 
Man God—all these are with and with our pupils 
powerful aids the forming deep, vital and enduring 
faith. The beautiful story Our Lord’s passion and 
death—that story stories that never grows old—must 
told again, with sympathy, with insight, with devotion 
and with love. our ordinary instructions Christian 
Doctrine, appeal the budding intelligence our 
pupils; the sacred time now with gives notable 
opportunity appeal likewise their impressionable 
hearts. 

One aspect the Easter spirit deserves more than 
passing attention. Easter pre-eminently the feast 
joy. “The Paschal season,” says Catholic writer, “is 
the season most harmony with the aims the Church 
and her Founder. Note how, even after the ceremonies 
Easter are laid aside, the word joy rings out the 
sacred service, Sunday after Sunday, even unto the days 
sackcloth and ashes. 

“Surely, all this has some significance. Too often have 
the purposes the Church been read awry. Too often 
have been told that the all-important thing 
penance, whereupon too many have concluded that 
the only effective way penance miserable. 
And some have gone far imagine that the 
more misery inflict those about the more ac- 
ceptable penance are performing and the more har- 
mony are with the spirit the Church.” 

The Easter season the time times for taking 
heart the precept the apostle: “Rejoice the Lord, 
always; again say, Rejoice.” Both religious and 
teachers must convince ourselves that the spirit 
Catholicism essentially the spirit joy. not the 
futile joy those who know God, nor the hollow 
joy the faddist and the fanatic; but the joy which 
Jesus came earth bring our hearts, the joy which 
came the disciples the Pentacostal fire. Religion 
has, will have, its duties, its responsibilities, 
its sacrifies and its violence the lower nature; but 
also must thing consolation and happiness. 

here find point departure for our Holy 
Week exhortations. Here have a.line thought which 
will supply with fruitful and helpful and inspiring class 
reflections for the days succeeding Easter. And this 
view the Catholic faith which needs special emphasis 
our day and generation. Our children must learn 
love their faith; and how can they brought love 
they fail see course that peace and that hap- 
piness which surpass all understanding? Viewed the 
light Christian joyousness, the lives the saints be- 
come conceivable, the careers Catholic heroes and 
apostles fit sweetly into the scheme things. 


Library Lists.—In several dioceses this country com- 
mittees zealous Catholics have busied themselves pre- 
lists public library books Catholic authors 
work every way commendable, and should 
the hearty endorsement every one interested 
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the cause Christian education. But there word 
warning uttered, none the less, and taken 
heart teachers who might unthinkingly urge pupils 
make indiscriminate use the books listed the 
committees. 

the present moment have desk list com- 


piled prominent Catholic fraternal order, the selec- 


tion being made from volumes found local 
public library. All the authors tabulated were Catholics 
some sort another, but not them were Catholic 
authors. The distinction vital one. For instance, 
here one entry: “Pope, Alexander—Complete Works.” 
Now. don’t think any Catholic teacher could conscien- 
tiously recommend the average pupil the complete 
Alexander Pope. The gifted little wit who 
often dipped his pen vinegar, but too frequently, alas, 
dipped filth; and there are many his verses which 
would make anything but wholesome reading for our boys 
and girls. not wish precipitate unedifying con- 
troversy about Alexander Pope; but the fact is, that what- 
ever may have been his religious views man, they did 
not notably influence him writer. 

guiding principle regard the whole matter 
ought that just because writer happened 
Catholic have warrant for indiscriminately recom- 
mending all wrote. Not all Catholics have been fer- 
vent Catholics nor instructed Catholics. Not few the 
Catholics who have written books might truly say with 
Hamlet: myself indifferent honest; but yet could 
accuse such things that were better mother 
had not borne me.” 

These remarks must not construed reflection 
the devoted men and women who are zealously com- 
piling library lists. merely wish show our Catholic 
teachers that they must not follow such lists with blind 
confidence. Perhaps after time shall find some 
our number with time and ability compile lists that, 
while containing fewer books, give more details concern- 
ing their contents. 


That Sense Humor.—Some Catholic teacher ought 
write paper “The Development and Control 
Humor.” The task would difficult one, but that 
account even more meritorious. the meantime, let 
remarked that have powerful aid education 
our children’s perception the incongruous. Some 
psychologists maintain—and perhaps they are right—that 
children have sense humor all; but any rate 
the average child has keen sense the ridiculous and 
the incongruous, and that possession the average child 
blessed. 

Once there was genial pastor who had considerable 
difficulty persuading some the boys his parish 
occupy front pews the children’s mass, The young men 
had the unfortunate habit hanging around the vestibule 
and nothing short physical measure which had 
its drawbacks—could induce them come higher. The 
priest overcame the difficulty picturing, humorous 
way, the spectacle boy one knee with his 
head bumping the holy water font. The young men 
and understood and perceived the absurdity their 
former course, which they promptly abandoned. 

_It fact that sometimes Catholics are led abandon 
the practice their religion through the fear being 
laughed at. This another instance where the children 
this world are wiser their generation than the chil- 


dren light. Why cannot the weapon used both 


sides? Once our pupils are brought see that the prac- 
tice religion the natural and sensible thing and that 
persons who not attend their religious duties are 
foolish and inconsistent, they will have powerful motive 
for showing the faith that them. This idea must not 
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pushed extremes, and there are other things 
considered. But the education the latent sense humor 
will help considerably. 

The sense humor needs something more than devel- 
opment; also demands controlled. Some children 
have native facility for regarding everything joke. 
There altogether too much flippancy the air just now, 
and our pupils—some them least—are danger 
adopting “smart aleck” attitude toward life. They will 
get over it, course, when real sorrows and trials come, 
but meanwhile not our duty set them right? 
need not assassins mirth apostles the lugub- 
rious life; but need remind them occasionally 
that the big things every department human activity 
have been accomplished men and women who were 
tremendously earnest. Even the greatest humorists 
were bottom very serious. 


New Testament Readings.—Here little topic for 
meditation quoted from “The Principles Public Speak- 
ing,” volume written Dr. Lee Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity. 

“Observation proves that Bible reading the majority 
churches very defective. Perhaps not one clergyman 
ten reads chapter make its meaning clear, 
and possibly not one twenty adds correct reading 
the attribute effectiveness. The Bible contains great 
variety literature, from the poetical and sublime allu- 
sions the Psalms the argumentative Epistles St. 
Paul. The stories Ruth and Esther are full pathos, 
and there more inspiring theme than the Sermon 
the Mount. all books the Bible should invite eloquent 
reading, entirely apart from the sacred character its 
writings.” 

teachers must make the application for ourselves. 
Instead “churches” the passage just quoted, let 
read “parochial schools”; place “clergyman,” let 
read “teacher.” Then shall have fairly adequate 
presentation the case. Despite the fact—or be- 
cause the fact?—that religious teachers have much 
public reading do, many them read wretchedly. 
They have ugly mannerisms, harsh tones, abrupt and dis- 
cordant inflections that actually ruin the finest passages 
the grandest books the world has known. 

Expressive reading art, and such has its prin- 
ciples and its working rules and its adaptations par- 
ticular cases. presupposes the reader extraordi- 
nary talent, but merely normal intelligence and common 
sense backed reasonable amount industry. Most 
might overcome the gravest our sins expression 
listening ourselves read. The experiment may 
humiliating, but well worth the pain. 

The teacher who reads well unceasing inspiration 
the pupils. This particularly true regard the 
New Testament. The finer spirit the inspired text can 
not imparted means commentary reflection. 
closely knitted the very words the gospel. 

are not any means insensible the necessity 
earnest meditation upon the gospel truths nor the 
importance zeal for God’s glory; but think that 
the fruits meditation and zeal would somewhat more 
productive results were the inspired word read such 
way that the young hearers might get least faint 
impression that really inspired. The wonderful dis- 
course Our Lord His apostles after the Last Supper, 
given the Gospel according St. John, will serve, 
when rightly read, give our pupils insight into the 
spirit Holy Week and bring them closer the feet 
the Loving Savior. 

Observation and reflection—both not necessarily infalli- 
ble—seem force upon the conclusion that many relig- 
ious teachers acquire their disastrous manner reading 
result fulfilling the duties lector the com- 
munity dining room. read with charm and expression 
amid the clatter spoons and the ladling soup is, 
confess, something heroic task; but then religious 
ought have something the heroic our makeup, and 
good reading during meals ought lead more less di- 
rectly our ultimate canonization. all events, the 
rules and customs which prescribe reading during meals 
are intended for our greater good, and, since must read, 
better every way that should read well. 


The Desk Order.—Last month paid well-mer- 
ited tribute the school janitor. Now let come trifle 


nearer home, speak, and venture upon impertinent 
hint two regarding our own desks. Both the desk 
the teacher the classroom and the desk the religious 
the study room are fingers pointing with unerring 
accuracy the character and habits their users. Books 
must kept upon both, but those books will preserved 
health and vigor when neatly and systematically ar- 
ranged. 

Perhaps these remarks not apply the teaching 
orders nuns, but they certainly have degree sug- 
gestiveness for men teachers. The members the sterner 
sex undoubtedly have their strong points, but neatly 
kept desk ordinarily virtue conspicuously absent. Let 
the philosophers give the why the matter; 
merely calling attention 

Once there was religious teacher whose desk, inside 
and out, was, Lady Bacbeth said, “most admired dis- 
order.” was oblivion and chaos and nemesis and con- 
fusion worse confounded. local superior wanted 
teach the good man salutary lesson and proceeded 
after rather extreme fashion. the teacher’s ab- 
sence, took stick and stirred around the heterogene- 
ous contents the desk. the day the superior 
asked the teacher for certain book that knew was 
somewhere the mass educational debris. And the 
teacher went that desk, fumbled around finally 
produced the volume, blissfully unconscious that any dis- 
turbance had taken place! 

Such incidents are sometimes met with the biogra- 
phies men genius who seem have certain latitude 
given them the matter neatness. But most 
ought too humble lay claim the weakness 
genius. After all, largely matter attention; and, 
good old Thomas Kempis assures us, “habit over- 
come habit.” There danger most men teach- 
ers going the other extreme methodical religious 
who, when writing, puts the cork into the ink bottle after 
every dip. claims that his sense propriety 
acute that the sight uncorked bottle jars his nerves 
and disturbs his train thought. 


Closing Entertainments.—Now the time, many 
schools, when preparations for the summer closing be- 
gins. tentative program drawn and inventory 
existing talent carefully made. Then come the selec- 
tion material, the allotting parts and the blood- 
curdling labor rehearsals. 

Experienced school directors always have one bit 
sage advice the tips their tongues: Make the exer- 
cises short. And excellent advice. also good 
sense avoid elaborate productions and fear encores. 
The work our teachers trying enough without undue 
additional burdens, and our children are entitled educa- 
tion with very few frills. 


Sunshine.—Now that spring—to say nothing the 
spring poet—is with us, let get all the sunshine can. 
good for body, mind and soul. The sun bath ought 
and inexpensive. When the day’s work the classroom 
over, the garden even the school yard better 
place which our reading than any study room 
that the brain parochial architect has conceived. Our 
evening meditation will the better for and will the 
labors the morrow. 


The Literary Club.—The juvenile literary club and the 
debating society and the circle and the science 
guild are all good things. They arouse and maintain the 
interest children who otherwise might torpid, and 
they urge studerts naturally energetic fields ‘study 
that give excellent practical results. And all the teacher 
needs exercise wise direction; the bulk the 
work the children will themselves, and the doing 
large part their education consists. 


Religious Vocations.—All our teaching orders need 
recruits. the ranks the army which are proud 
belong—the army waging war for God and 
country—there are vacancies present and future that must 
filled. Are inspiring our pupils the spirit zeal 
and self-sacrifice and devotion which the soil which 
the grain God-given vocations will take root and flour- 
ish? The soil must tilled even before Paul planteth 
and Apollo watereth.

CATECHISM THE SECONDARY SCHOOLS. 

The Catechism class the high school academy 
must not made class Theology. are times 
inclined form altogether too exalted idea the 
alibre our secondary school pupils. Nevertheless the 
high school must enter little deeper into 
the truths studied the lower grades. This deeper 
knowledge religious truths should brought about, 
not raising objections the mysteries Faith for 
solution. Such course always appears weaken Faith 
rather than strengthen it. Even after correct solution, 
there frequently remains idea some weakness the 
doctrine. The articles our Faith are largely revealed 
truths, and are not self-evident reason. They must 
apprehended Faith. Now these objections, 
usually reason that raises difficulty, and frequently rea- 
not satisfied with solution offered Faith, how- 
ever reasonable the latter may be. Reason easily be- 
comes suspicious and then will content unless 
permitted examine things critically. But instead 
permitting weak, might almost say foolish reason 
raise objection the teachings Faith, let Faith 
itself the inquirer. Pursue the plan St. Anselm’s 
“Fides querens intellectum.” Let Faith teach reason and 
not vice versa. Permit the child’s intellect look little 
deeper into the beauties the heavenly mysteries, show 
how our visible creation were, but weak shadow, 
cast heaven, very imperfect reflex God’s heavenly 


home, which wishes enjoy with Him. This will 
make the child embrace the teachings Faith with the 
heart, while the mind will prepared await the time 
the beatific vision—Rev. Joseph Weigand (Ohio).

INTERPRETING THE DECREE. 


How Bishop Canevin Pittsburg Dealing With the 
New Rule Earlier Communions. 


“These words the recent Roman decree reference 


earlier First Communions mean that some practices. 


and regulations which have been long accustomed 
and which had the sanction bishops and synods must 
that may not, any way, depart from 
the law the Universal Church delaying too long the 
first holy communion the little ones Christ. 


“That there may uniformity throughout the diocese, 


and the same time strict compliance with the decrees 
the vicar Christ, admitting children first Holy 
Communion, and training them receive this most holy 
sacrament with all possible reverence and devotion, pas- 
tors, parents, teachers and confessors should prepare them 
carefully for the sacrament penance when they come 
the age discretion—that is, when they can distinguish 
right from wrong. 

“Their first Holy Communion should follow soon 
after they are sufficiently instructed, according their 
capacity, those mysteries faith which are necessary 
means salvation, and are able distinguish the 
Holy Eucharist sacramental food, not material bread, 
but the true Body and Blood Jesus Christ, and also 
know how approach the sacred table with prior devotion 
and religious reverence. 

“From this evident that the mere age seven (7) 
years not all that required for first Holy Communion. 
There must certain knowledge the rudiments 
religion, and the sacramental food the Holy Euchar- 
ist. Some children may have the capacity receive the 
necessary instructions earlier than others; this must not 
overlooked. Not age alone, but intelligence, knowledge 
and spiritual discernment are determine the fitness 
the child. Again, parents, homes and teachers must 
taken into account. the parents are devoted and well 
instructed Catholics; they teaching and example train 
their children know and love and serve God; the home 
sanctified prayer and Christian virtue, the spiritual 
sense the little ones will opened, the earliest 
dawn reason, the truths religion, and there will 
daily growth holiness; but the lives parents and 
the homes the children darkened religious indif- 
ference, worldliness, ignorance and vice, the spiritual de- 
velopment the child will retarded, the work and re- 
sponsibility pastors and teachers will increased, and 
the time preparation for the sacraments will necessarily 
lengthened proportion the neglect parents and 
the irreligious influences indifference evil example 
the home. 

“Again, pastors may obliged defer the time 
first Holy Communion for those children who, account 
distance from church for other reasons, can in- 
structed the simplest prayers and elements religion 
but slowly, and irregular intervals. 

“With children who attend Catholic schools, will 
easy deal. these schools, parents, confessors, teach- 
ers and pastors unite form the children after the Divine 
Model, and lead them forward step step their first, 
and frequent, Holy Communion. With the children 
worldly Catholics, who through the fault their parents 
not attend Catholic schools, and perhaps are not even 
sent the public catechism classes, there will diffi- 
culties overcome. Pastors must all their power 
impress upon the parents the gravity their disobedience, 
that their innocent children may not too long de- 
prived the Bread Life. 

“As the manner which little may 
mitted Holy Communion, priests may follow their own 
judgment; but where can done, have them approach 
the Communion accompanied their parents, some 
earnest and edifying man woman, will insure devotion 
and reverence.

Every 
time she takes class through any branch study she 
does more skillfully, more thoroughly 
she brings some fresh illustration it, takes lively in- 
terest herself and awakens new zeal among her 
pupils.

The pastor may some 
time sow the seed the good word, while the fruit does 
not appear for long season, but the labor the teacher 
tells immediately the young mind. Even while she 
yet speaking she gratified with seeing the soul’s ex- 
pansion grasps and assimilate some new idea which 
she presents. 

How astonishing the rapidity with which her pupils 
grow into men and women and take their places the 
stage life, some become artists, some scientists, 
some engaged the various departments honor- 
able industry and few serve God the sacred minis- 
try the peaceful retirement the cloister. will 
bless her, because her word and example they have 
learned that virtue and not knowledge braves all shocks 
fortune and prepares them for the unremitting conflict, 
the unabated battles life. 

The teacher thus has the consciousness being en- 
gaged noble and useful calling. Man, the “king 
creation,’ was made for usefulness and who would not 
desire answer the designs his creation? The teacher, 
responding this design, educates the mortal mind, 
wakes thought, trains self-discipline, moves 
the love virtue, and above all, she unfolds before 
the highest behests duty—duty toward God, his 
fellow creatures and himself. She does not neglect 
train the child for the sweet sympathies social lite, 
quickness and retentiveness memory, cultivate 
refined and well-regulated imagination, and thus give 
vigor his reasoning powers. such the religious 
teacher’s calling, where the limit her usefulness?

DUTY RELIGIOUS TEACHER. 


Importance Applying Ourselves Study for Profes- 
sional Improvement. 

“The fear the Lord the beginning wisdom. 
Fools despise wisdom and instruction” (Prov. 7). 

Let listen the words learned religious 
this subject: 

“We cannot neglect study without displeasing God, 
offending Him, and running the risk losing grace and 
incurring damnation. This sounds severe, but none 
the less true; for, neglecting study: 

are not doing what are duty bound 

“2. things ought not do. 

“3. render ourselves incapable doing well what 
ought do. 

“4. sin against justice towards the Society 
which are and towards those whose serv- 
ice stand.” 

This principle, besides, condemns not only those 
who, being obliged study, fail so, but also, and 
for the same reason, all who are careless the perform- 
ance the duties their office. 

the fact that not studying fail 
inevitable consequence, many things ought not 
do; for, say that man useless and lazy does 
not always imply that does absolutely nothing. 
means that either fritters away his time with trifles 
busies himself with something quite foreign what 
should do, or, what still worse, does much evil 
for which his idleness furnishes the cause and occasion. 

Thus, (a) place studies imposed duty, the 
idler will pursue such satisfy his curiosity vanity. 
Instead reading books that relate his professional 
studies, other good books, will take fancy for 
such only too often deprave the intellect and corrupt 
the heart. 

Or, again, (b) his aversion for study extends over 
all matters, will seek acquaintances and form con- 
nections outside his community, which, brief 
space time, will make regularity and the spiritual ex- 
ercises intolerable burden for him. The desire will 
seize him, shine and spoken pleasant and 
entertaining acquaintance, and before long will assume, 
together with the air and language, also the maxims and 
opinions the fashionble world, that world which, 
without wishing degrade itself, yet lives state 
frightful opposition the spirit the Gospel. 

What the root all these evils and grave faults? 
The neglect study. might study from pure in- 
clination vanity; this bad enough, but consider how 
much worse not study all! 

The vain man, true, has merit the sight 
God for his work; before God’s judgment seat may 
stand with empty hands; but the slothful man runs the 
risk loading himself with iniquity and losing his soul. 
The former has but one demon against him, the later 


beset legion devils, and often overcome: there 
wide difference between the two. 

And yet, the idler will confessing and receiving 
the sacraments frequently. does not confess his 
neglect study, what does confess? What more 
important and necessary matter for repentance can 
have than this neglect? And confess without 
strong resolve amend, ought not fear that the 
sacrament may have been profaned? 

neglecting study expose ourselves the 
misfortune being entrusted now times come 
with many offices for which are altogether unfitted. 
teach small children attractive manner the rudi- 
ments language and the primary truths religion, 
direct their morals wisely, instruct them skillfully 
their duties, correct them prudently—what high 
degree culture and enlightenment not these ele- 
mentary duties already require the teacher! But his 
sphere action will not always remain restricted be- 
ginners; later will given charge older pupils, 
more advanced their studies, and demanding greater 
attention. times will find himself obliged meet 
the parents and the authorities, write open letters, etc., 
and his ignorance and unfitness, his lack education 
and good manners, will show themselves 
and give cause and occasion for criticism, censure, and 
sneers against religion and religious societies. 

can, then, longer look upon study merely 
duty zeal and charity essential our state, 
duty obedience matter the greatest posible 
importance, but rather duty the strictest justice. 
Indeed, have but call mind the contract make 
with the community the time wejoin the religious body. 
The community binds itself educate us, train with 
great care and pains, look our welfare health and 
sickness, and provide, far can, for all our needs. 

our part, bind ourselves docile and tract- 
able, second its efforts, and thus become fit instruments 
for its various functions, active helping fulfill its 
engagements with the public and our benefactors, and 
for this purpose spare neither talent, nor skill, nor 
strength, nor health, nor life itself, need be. This 
obvious, obvious, indeed, that other condition 
would ever have been received into the religious body. 

The gravity the criminal injustice resulting from 
failure live our part this contract will impress 
itself more strongly us, consider what should 
think our superiors failed furnish what need for 
our relief and comfort. Would not think had 
just cause for complaint and cry out, “Is this the care 
that was promised When, then, neglect our 
present duty, fail prepare ourselves advance for 
efficient service the future, have our superiors less 
right complain, remind our duty and our prom- 
ises, exclaim against the injustice which are 
guilty? 

Think for moment. hireling, laborer, who ac- 
cepts pay for full day’s work when has passed sev- 
eral hours without working, would considered false, 
dishonest, and thievish, least after some time, and 
such, would held make restitution for weeks, months, 
and years idleness. And who neglect the studies 
which are assigned, live without qualms con- 
science, without thought recover lost time! 

must therefore study, and study with holy and 
religious views; that is, study what God wills us, study 
God wills, and study because God wills it—(From

AIDS STUDYING PER- 
SPECTIVE PRINCIPLES

Whenever see think life—of humanity—we 


either consciously unconsciously picture the stage 
which the drama life enacted. 


The scene varies with the class and condition the 
actors, but scene some kind there must be. may 
the crowded streets busy city the business 
tenement section, the fashionable suburban dis- 
trict, may the country with its breadth sky, 
trees, grass, river mountains. matter where 
look cannot entirely disassociate man from his sur- 
roundings. Occupation, manner living and thoughts 
are large degree dependent upon environment. 
see, then, how necessary study drawing such 
way able give the proper setting the 
life element the picture. 

Children naturally surround the central figure with 
scenes with which they are familiar. Keeping this 


mind, can usually tell something the home life 
the children and even the section the city town 
which they live, their illustrative life drawing. 
their own accord children supply background for their 
pose life sketches unless checked the teacher, 
and usually this keeping with their own surround- 


ings. the child living seacoast town the water, 
boats, the fish market and various things dependent upon 
the location the town are the accessories with which 
makes real the life element his picture. The little 
boy living the city apt show tall brick houses, 
street cars, omnibuses, etc., part the background 
for his picture. first this must necessarily so, all 


true education proceeds from the known the unknown. 
must take present conditions and knowledge 
find them, and work from these that which above 
and beyond. impossible lead the little ones 
out the crowded city reality, can imagination 
least, take them out into the 
brightness and sunshine outdoor 
life the country. 

is, however, often just neces- 
sary teach the country child 
appreciate the beautiful side his 
own life. Too often are the labors 
the plantation farm heavy 
that little time left for thought 
enjoyment the part chil- 
dren parents. such people 
beautiful sunrise means hard 
day’s work ahead, rain means 
either good injury the crops, 
and all too frequently the poetry 
and beauty give way before the 
stern realities life toil. 

From long association with beau- 
tiful scenery some people cease 
appreciate it, neglect lessens 
the power enjoy. Many people 
live localities that are noted for 
their beauty and are ignorance 

their inheritance.

throne. one hand holds unopened scroll; 
the other hand extended. About him the scribes 
and pharisees are seated; they look with 
astonishment. Behind the throne Joseph seen, 
whom the mother God points out the Christ.” Such 
were the instructions followed medieval painters 
time when there was little originality personal 
initiative among artists, and frescoes were made 
decorate churches and illustrate Bible stories rather 
than express the thoughts and feelings the one who 
executed them. After the Renaissance, artists pictured 
the scene appeared their own imagination, and 
made expressive their own individuality. 


Hofmann’s “Christ and the Doctors” not only 


the best his pictures, also one the most 
pleasing representations that has ever been given this 
theme. Unlike Holman Hunt his celebrated picture 
this subject, Hofmann has not sought give 
profound treatment spending time effort 
restore Solomon’s Temple with nothing worth mention- 
ing direct him. did not study six years Jerusa- 
lem order paint what could find Germany. 
followed the simple words the story found 
Luke and placed the Christ-Child the midst the 
doctors. The group placed that the Temple 
merely indicated the the curtain half 
withdrawn. the center the boy Christ with face 
singular beauty, intelligence and charm. Dressed 
simple white slip, the light falling upon him and radiat- 
ing from his white robe, increases the prominence his 
position. One hand rests upon the reading desk, the 
other points the book about which talking. 


lows the argument 
with pleased attention, the gesture his hand show- 
ing that ready offer objection when the 
speaker gives him opportunity. other 
side, stands sterner listener with look unrelent- 
ing firmness grasps his beard and gazes earnestly 
the boy. The words Jesus not seem please 
him, perhaps fears them because they not agree 
with the creed which tinge re- 
sentment clearly mingles with his other feelings. Earnest 
and thoughtful surely is, but detect also un- 
bending will and stubborn refusal reject his preju- 
dices. His face deserves careful study much any the 
group. Notice that rests one arm book while 
the other holds scroll—the usual form written 
documents that time. Behind him stands another 
man looking with curiosity and the suspicion 
sneer though would like ask why the others are 
bothering themselves about that slip boy. 

Notice carefully the arrangement the group, the 
artistic balance the figures each side the Christ, 
the unity the picture with everything pointing the 
central figure, and the beauty the whole. Notice that 
Jesus not the exact center, but little one side. 

There stiffness about the picture; but thé natural- 
ness group people who have gathered together 
talk something which they are interested.

Hofmann, 
has already been intimated, has not tried make his 
picture true the period these respects.

THE ARTIST 

Heinrich Johann Hofmann, German portrait and 
historical painter, was born Darmstadt, Germany, 
1824. was younger brother the Secretary 
State for Alsace and Lorraine, Karl Hofmann, and did 
his first work art under the engraver Ernst Rauch. 
the age eighteen went Dusseldorf, where 
studied the Academy under Hildebrandt and 
Schadow. traveled Holland, remaining three 
months the Academy Antwerp, and later went 
Paris. then returned Darmstadt and took 
portrait painting with great success. 1847 went 
Munich, and busied himself diligently with the study 
Shakespeare. was fond scenic effects, and 
the dramas Shakespeare appealed him did also 
stories from the Bible. Pictures which made from 
these subjects became very well known from engravings. 
painted the regulation Romeo and Juliet, his render- 
ing bringing him much applause. returned Darm- 
stadt and lived there and Frankfort until 1851, during 
which time continued his portrait painting with dis- 
tinguished sitters. 

1851 went Dresden where lived for three 
years. then journeyed Italy, remaining four years, 
mostly Rome, where studied under Cornelius, who 
influenced him greatly, and painted what his admirers 
consider his masterpiece, “Christ Taken Prisoner,” show- 
ing traces the teaching Cornelius. This painting 
now the Gallery Darmstadt, which city 


mann returned after his sojourn Italy, and where 


lived the three succeeding years. removed Dres- 


den 1862, became honorary member the Academy 


1868, and professor 1870. this city has since 
lived and worked. said that Americans are always 
welcome his studio, and many travelers speak his 
kindly manners. 

Hofmann distinguished for his versatility, shown 
variety his choice subjects. reveals love 
stage-play, fondness for effects which suggest the stage 
rather than real life. This especially evident the 
paintings based Shakespeare. Many his pictures 
may called painted stories. They tell tale, clearly 
and intelligibly, but make small the 
imagination. His designs for Bible illustrations are 
fine, while his and the Doctors,” painted 1871, 
and now the Royal Gallery Dresden, ranks 
masterpiece modern German art. 

Among his other pictures may mentioned his “Scene 
from Romeo and “Othello and Desdemona,” 
“Shylock and “Venus and Cupid,” “The 
Nativity,” “Worship the Wise Men,” “The Flight into 
Egypt,” Childhood Christ,” “Christ the Gar- 
den,” “Christ and the Rich Young Christ’s Sermon 
the Lake,” the National Gallery Berlin, “Apoth- 
eosis Ancient Heroes,” decorative work for the Court 
Theatre Dresden, beautiful fresco Meissen, called 
the Albrecht the Brave Princess 
Sidonie,” and “Sleeping Beauty,” picture which illus- 
trates the well-known fairy tale that name. Dorn- 
roeschen, the Germans call the maiden, has gone 
sleep pleasant place, open gallery the 
top the castle.

They took their 
places the floor, each having determined look 
his eyes. They admitted that they had fought, and 
neither showed any sign that was sorry for what 
had done. pupils were examined, because these 
two boys told what had occurred. The teacher asked 
them they would fight again they had oppor- 
tunity. Each boy said, “Yes.” After moment’s re- 
flection the teacher said, “Randall, will you agree never 
mention this subject unless Rufus mentions 
you?” Randall replied, “Yes sir, But will lick him 
good ever does.” then asked Rufus the same 
question which replied, will not start it, but 
Randall does, whip him.”

drawing landscapes with the story element introduced 
drawing interiors. 

The first lessons landscape drawing should pre- 
ceded many pleasant walks with the children. When 
teachers are the city and there opportunity 
make excursion with the class into the country, pic- 
tures, plants and nature specimens brought into the 
school, supplemented talks and readings, should 
all that possible make for the loss. 

giving the city child idea the country and its 
many beauties must careful not overlook any 
opportunity that the city affords for the study nature. 
Frequently gorgeous sunset heightened its beauty 
when seen the end long, narrow vista street 
and dark stone brick buildings. seems sometimes 
that all the beauty the heavens concentrated 
this one view. 

When giving landscape lesson, select some subject 
for illustration which there need landscape 
background order tell the story. Jack and Jill 
particularly good for this every child his own ac- 
cord realizes the necessity drawing something that 
suggests hill. few timely suggestions will also make 
apparent the need representing the sky order 
complete the picture. little boy once said me. 
“When read books always skip the landscapes.” This

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OLIVER WENDELL HOLMES 


hundred years ago, the city Cambridge, Massa- 
chusetts, was small but beautiful country town. 
the south glided the silent Charles River through salt 
marshes. There was particular charm the rustic 
environs the village, hills thrown against the sky, 
covered with old winding lanes, and bathed sunset 
beautiful colors. the summer the trees were 
the greenest emerald, autumn red and yellow; ash 
trees delicate purple, oaks and birches the pond 
sides glowing with garnet and pale lemon. the town 
itself were many gardens; fact, Cambridge was 
leafy, blossoming, quiet retreat, filled with the atmos- 
phere culture and refinement. Lowell his “Fire- 
side Travels” “tells the noisy belfry the college, 
the square, brown tower the little Episcopal church, 
the slim, yellow spire the parish meeting-house, the 
few old houses that stood around the bare Common, 
the half-dozen stately old Georgian houses fronting

southward the ‘Old Road,’” afterwards called Mt. 
Auburn Street. Near the Common stood the Washing- 
ton Elm, across ran path leading the 
door great gambrel-roofed house. was under 
this elm that Washington drew his sword Com- 
mander-in-Chief the army that was win independ- 
ence for the colonies, and that Common soldiers en- 
camped after the battle Lexington. the great 
gambrel-roofed house, Oliver Wendell Holmes was 
born August 29, 1809. 

His father, the Rev. Abiel Holmes, was the minister 
the First Congregational Church, man the love- 
liest character, great learning, gentleman, 
scholar, and who for forty years walked 
the streets Cambridge teaching fine lessons peo- 
ple who loved and respected him. His kindly manners 
brought him the love little children, for whom 
his pockets were filled with sweets, and his mouth 
with pleasant One the last things did, 
Was present good book each member his Sun- 
day School they passed before his pulpit. His wife, 
the poet’s mother, Sarah Wendell, the daughter 
eminent lawyer, the Hon. Oliver Wendell, was bright, 


keen-witted, vivacious woman, much loved her neigh- 
bors and her husband’s parishioners. Abiel Holmes 
married her 1800 and she lived until August 19, 1862, 
dying the advanced age ninety-two. Three daugh- 
ters and two sons, Oliver being the fourth child, were 
born them. One daughter, Sarah, died 1812, when 
Oliver was only three years old; the others lived 
maturity. 


The house which the family lived, the headquarters 
the American army during the siege Boston, was 
rambling, roomy old place with unused upper cham- 
bers that were always locked. The study was at- 
traction great interest Oliver and his brother John. 
The walls were lined with books and the boys played 
and tumbled among leather-coated folios their 
hearts’ content. There story that the many dints 
seen upon the floor the study were made 
the butts muskets belonging British soldiers. The 
old house had many nooks and strange corners, about 
which mysteries hung, the fancy the imaginative 
Oliver. There was closet whose shelves used 
lie bundles sweet-marjoram, pennyroyal, lavender, 
mint, and catnip, and where apples and peaches were 
stored away ripen. There were places where the 
mice scampered and squeaked and rattled down the 
plaster, the cellar where the long white potato-shoots 
groped toward the light, dark store-room containing 
pile tables and chairs, which the boy’s fancy 
seemed have rushed there hide, and tumbled 
against one another people when frightened; an- 
other store-room where jars preserves and delicious 
sweets were kept, and before the door which the boy 
would stand with one eye glued the key-hole while 
imagination revelled these forbidden goodies; 
and lastly, the garret with its flooring lath with 
ridges mortar bulging out between them, and its 
strange noises. 

child, Holmes was afraid the tall masts 
ships and schooners, and would hide his eyes from 
them. When was scarcely out his infancy was 
sent school Cambridgeport. his way there 
was great wooden hand, glove-maker’s sign, which 
used swing and creak and fill him with terror. “Oh, 
the dreadful hand!” afterwards wrote, “always hang- 
ing there ready catch little boy who would 
come home supper more, nor get bed—whose 
porringer would laid away empty thenceforth, and 
his half-worn shoes wait until his smaller brother grew 
fit them!”

remained five years. Fairly studious, was fond 
reading stories, especially “The Arabian Nights.” 
Pope’s “Homer” was another favorite that after years 
never lost its charm for him. was precocious 
child, thoughtful beyond his years. 

Holmes left the Cambridgeport school the age 
fifteen, enter Phillips Academy Andover, and has 
left pleasing account his first journey thither. 
this time had always lived the house where 
had been born, and loved tenderly. This love remained 
with him throughout life. His parents accompanied him 
carriage Andover and became more and more 
homesick the time for parting drew near, finally 
breaking down and remaining quite miserable for few 
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days. When the carriage and his parents left him 
watched them down the road until they entirely disap- 
peared—the most homesick boy who ever lived. 
faded old lady rustling dark silk tried comfort 
him and did not disgrace himself; few days cured 
him one the masters, excellent and kindly man, 
won his heart.

cracked nuts. 

After year’s stay Andover, Holmes entered Har-

Clarke, author and (the “Good St. James”); 
William Channing; Prof. Benjamin Pierce, the em- 
inent mathematician and astronomer; Judge Benjamin 
Curtis the United States Supreme Court; Judge 
George Bigelow the Massachusetts Supreme 
Court, and other eminent men. The class was fortunate 
possessing poet Dr. Holmes, who was en- 
thusiastic college man, and wrote many poems its 
honor. “The Boys ’29” delighted call them, 
and was the greatest boy them all. While An- 
dover, Holmes had discovered that could write verse, 
and throughout his college life had reputation 
maker humorous lines. was made class poet, and 
after some years the class ’29 held annual dinners 
Boston. one entered into these reunions with 
greater pleasure than Holmes. Beginning with the year 
1851, furnished for twenty-six consecutive years one 
more poems each reunion. One these poems, 
called “Bill and Joe,” part follows: 


dear old comrade, you and 
Will steal an hour from days gone by, 
The shining days when life was new, 
And all was bright with morning dew, 
fhe lusty days of long ago, 

When you were Bill and was Joe. 


You’ve won the great world’s envied prize, 
And grand you look in people’s eyes, 
With HON. and LL.D. 

In big brave letters, fair to see— 

Your fist, old fellow! off they go! 

How are you, Bill? How are you, Joe? 


The chaffing young folks stare and say 

‘See those old buffers, bent and gray— 

They talk like fellows their teens! 

Mad, poor old boys! That’s what 
And shake their heads; they little know 
The throbbing hearts of Bill and Joe!”

After graduation, Holmes studied law for year but 
his occupation through life. While yet law-student, 
about the age twenty-one, wrote poem which 
suddenly brought him nation-wide fame. The old 
frigate “Old she was

read this, and his soul was deeply stirred. Seizing 
scrap paper, dashed off the passionate lines 
“Old Ironsides”: 


tear her tattered ensign down!

Beneath it rung the battle shout, 
And burst the cannon’s roar— 

The meteor of the ocean air 
Shall sweep the clouds no more! 


Her deck, once red with heroes’ blood,

When winds were hurrying o’er the flood, 
And waves were white _ below, 

No more shall feel the victor’s tread, 
Or know the conquered knee— 

The harpies of the shore shall pluck 
The eagle the sea! 


better that her shattered hulk 
Should sink beneath the wave; 
Her thunders shook the mighty deep, 
And there should be her grave; 
Nail the mast her holy flag, 
Set every threadbare sail, 
And give her to the god of storms, 
The lightning and the gale!” 


These verses were printed “The Baston Adver- 
and were copied other papers throughout the 
country. They found response the hearts the 
people, and under the sudden blaze indignation the 
Government revoked its order vessel was 
spared for half century. 

After studying medicine short time 
Holmes went abroad, spending three years the hos- 
pitals and lecture rooms Paris and Edinburgh that 
might complete his medical training. also did 
some sight-seeing England, Holland, Germany, Swit- 
zerland and Italy. Upon his return the United 
States, 1839, was appointed professor anatomy 
and physiology Dartmouth College. The next year 


married Amelia Lee Jackson, daughter Judge

became professor anatomy Harvard. Through 
these years wrote many poems for “The 
and published his first volume verse, containing sev- 
eral poems that have remained favorites, among them 
“The Last Leaf”:

cold his head bad horse distemper.” 


“The Atlantic Monthly” was founded 1857 with 
Lowell editor-in-chief and Holmes leading con- 
tributor. The latter wrote for his “Autocrat the 
Breakfast Table,” perhaps the best all his works. 
“The Autocrat” talks charmingly hundred different 
topics. Nothing too great too small for his at- 
tention and comment. Scattered through this prose 
book are several poems, some humorous and others 
serious. One these, “The Chambered Nautilus,” 
Whittier said was “booked for immortality.” The last 
verse expresses the aspiration noble soul for prog- 
ress: 


‘Build thee more stately mansions, O my soul, 

As the swift seasons roll! 

Leave thy low-vaulted past! 

Let each new temple, nobler than the last, 

Shut thee from heaven with a dome more vast, 

Till thou length art free, 

Leaving thine outgrown shell life’s unresting 

The book thrown into the form talks the 

breakfast table between the author and his fellow- 
boarders, which the personal flavor strong that 
seems the reader like collection home-letters 
from absent member the family.

About the time the “Atlantic” was founded, the Satur- 
day Club came into existence, and counted among its 
members Emerson, Hawthorne, Longfellow, Lowell, 
Whittier, Motley, Agassiz, and other distinguished liter- 
ary men Boston and Cambridge. The members 
this club dined together the last Saturday every 
month. Holmes took great pride and pleasure thts 
club. Throughout the forty years its greatest pros- 
perity was its most brilliant talker and most faithful 
attendant. His wise, witty, genial talk said have 
been better than his books. called talking “one 
the fine arts,” and exemplified his statement. 


The was followed “The Professor 
the Breakfast Table,” “The Poet the Breakfast 
Table,” and, after interval thirty years, “Over the 
Teacups.” Besides these, Holmes wrote number 
novels: “Elsie. Venner,” “The Guardian Angel,” and 
Mortal Antipathy.” 1882, after being professor 
Harvard for thirty-five years, resigned. Four years 
later went again Europe, spending most the 


England, where was warmly received Lon- 


don society. was honored with degrees the Brit- 
ish universities, and embodied the impressions his 
trip “Our Hundred Days Europe.” 

Holmes was genial, lovable man, brilliant and witty, 
and the same time earnest and noble character. 
wrote many humorous poems, full genuine fun 
and comical picturesque ways saying things. Such 
poem “The September Gale”: 

“I’m not a chicken; I have seen 
Full many a chill September, 

And though I was a youngster then, 
That gale well remember; 


The day before, kite-string snapped, 
And I, my kite pursuing, 


too large for sparrow. 
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The wind whisked off palm-leaf hat— 
For me two storms were brewing! 


Lord! how the ponds and rivers boiled! 
They seemed like bursting craters! 
And oaks lay scattered the ground 
As if they were p’taters: 
And all above was in a howl, 
And all below clatter— 
The earth was like frying pan, 
some such hissing matter. 


chanced our washing day, 
And all our things were drying; 
The storm came roaring through the lines, 
And set them all aflying; 
saw the shirts and petticoats 
riding off like witches; 
I lost, ah! bitterly I wept— 
I lost my Sunday breeches! 


I saw them straddling through the air, 
Alas! too late to win them; 
I saw them chase the clouds, as if 
The devil had been them; 
They were darlings and pride, 
boyhood’s only riches— 
‘Farewell, farewell, I faintly cried— 
‘My breeches! breeches!’ 
And not till fate has cut the last 
all earthly stitches, 
This aching heart shall cease mourn 
loved, long-lost breeches!” 


Holmes’ last days were made happy possible 
the kind attention and loving remembrance host 
friends. was spared the suffering long illness 
and was able take his usual walks within few 
days his death, which occurred painlessly his 
chair, October 1894.

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IMPORTANT PARTS ARITHMETIC 


Rev. McDevitt, Philadelphia 


Regarding the methods teaching arithmetic they 
fail, many schools, develop the pupils’ reasoning 
powers. The children learn rote various processes, 
and, the memory being retentive, they acquire certain 
mechanical precision what familiar them. They 
want, however, the logical power that shows clear un- 
derstanding principles. They fail apply these prin- 
ciples specific, concrete problems, especially those 
that differ from what they are accustomed. 

Methods that not call forth individual work and in- 
dependent thinking are unsound and are opposed the 
well recognized law development, that there 
growth moral, physical, intellectual life without self 
effort. Successful teaching not only imparts knowledge, 
but develops power. “The school that awakens desire 
knowledge better than the school which only im- 
parts knowledge.” 

matter how choice the diction how cultivated 
the tones preacher, failure unless his hearers 
are stirred high resolves and virtuous actions. 
teacher may explain clear, simple language any branch 
the curriculum, but she does not stimulate her pupils 
into mental activity her teaching lacks the first requisite 
success. 

present the tendency among educators modify 
the course arithmetic omitting abridging en- 
riching the subjects that are usually taught. The follow- 
ing suggested outline made Professor Robert An- 
derson, and his comments the various parts will 
interest and profit our teachers: 

Arithmetic for Grades Below the High School 
OMIT— 

Circulating Decimals; Alligation; Insurance; 
Building and Loan Associations; Savings Banks’ 
Accounts; Averaging Accounts; Equation Pay- 
ments; Annuities; Progression. 


ABRIDGE— 

Longitude and Time; Partial Payments; Com- 
pound Denominate Amounts; Square Cube 
Root; True Discount; Compound Proportion; 
Partnership. 


ENRICH— 

Denominate Amounts, (a) Tables use, (b) Reduc- 
tion, (c) Compound amounts use, (d) Metric System, 
(e) Practical Measurements, (f) Standard Time; Per- 
centage; Negotiable Papers; Simple Proportion; 
Mensuration; Miscellaneous Problems. 

The term “omit” sufficiently clear the above out- 
line. 

“Abridge” synonymous with “condense.” All sub- 
jects under this heading can and should shortened 
that valuable time gained devote other subjects 
under the head “enrich” the outline. The treatment 
the subjects under “abridge” can shortened two 
ways: 


omitting impractical problems. 

omitting certain so-called “cases.”

make clear this recommendation.

than two denominations except time, angles and arcs. 

evident that such problem “multiply miles, 
2.6 has place practice. ask pupil divide 
square miles, acres, square rods, 259 feet and 
square feet exhaust him almost useless task. 


and Square Root and Cube Root 
The treatment these subjects below the high school 
should confined teaching how extract the re- 
quired root order that the pupil may apply the knowl- 
edge problems mensuration. 
The elaborate discussion which employs blocks has 
place grammar grades. 


True Discount 
true discount simply involves the finding the 
principal with the time, rate and amount given there 


Compound Proportion 
While may not wise omit this subject alto- 
gether, yet quite true that the treatment has 
been extended entirely too far, and may dismissed 
with the solution few problems. 


Partnership 

The elaborate compound partnerships former days 
have been displaced stock companies, that the 
time formerly devoted the solution problems 
compound partnership can profitably spent stocks 
and bonds; hence the treatment partnership ought 
confined the solution problems simple part- 
nership. 

Under the head “Enrich” are found the very important 
subject arithmetic, knowledge which needed 
everyday life. The study these subjects will, likewise, 
develop that power the reasoning faculty which comes 
from the training the more abstract science logic. 

They should thoroughly order 
strengthen the work arithmetic, which found 
weak three respects:

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CATHOLIC AUTHORS FOR STUDY. 

Frederick William Faber (1814-1863) was distin- 
guished scholar who left Oxford and the Established 
Church return the old faith England. Oxford, 
account his prepossessing appearance, his remark- 
able talents and gifts conversation, was general 
favorite. 1835, won the Newdigate poetry prize, 
the subject being “The Knights St. John.” few 
years later published two volumes minor poems. 
higher order than these was his “Sir Lancelot,” 
romantic poem great beauty. From Calvinist 
became minister advanced Anglicanism, and then, 
like his guide, Newman, 1845, joined the Catholic 
Church. Having been ordained priest, Father Faber 
joined the Oratory St. Philip Neri, lately introduced 
into England Dr. Newman, and afterwards was ap- 
pointed superior the London House. His chief prose 
works are: All for Jesus; Growth Holiness; The 
Blessed Sacrament; The Creator and the Creature; The 
Foot the Cross; Spiritual Conferences; The Precious 
Blood; Bethlehem; which have passed through many 
editions England and America and have been trans- 
lated into other languages. They are all instinct with 
fervid piety. also published Book Hymns which 
amongst the most popular sacred lyrics. 

Father Faber was born poet. Jenkins says, “His 
verses, less labored and polished than Keble’s, quite make 
natural warmth what they lack artistic finish; and 
find them always that ease expression which 
miss the highly wrought poems Wordsworth 
declared that Faber had even better eye for nature than 
himself, and another occasion this same great poet 
declared that, were not for Frederick Faber’s devoting 
himself much his sacred calling, would have been 
the poet his age. 

John Boyle O’Reilly (1844-1890), poet, journalist and 
patriot, was born Dowth Castle, County Meath, Ire- 
land. was the son William David O’Reilly, master 
the Nettleville Institute Dowth Castle, and Eliza 
Boyle, woman rare intellectual gifts. began life 
apprentice the printing business, ultimately grad- 
uating from the printer’s case the reporter’s desk. 
1863 enlisted the Tenth Hussars Ireland for the 
purpose spreading revolutionary sentiments among 
the soldiers. was detected, arrested, tried Court- 
martial, found guilty and sentenced death the charge 
high treason 1866. the same day this sentence 
was commuted imprisonment for life and later 
twenty years’ penal servitude. was sent out the 
penal colony Australia, where arrived 1868. 
1869 effected his escape and after series advent- 
ures succeeded landing Philadelphia. 1870 
secured employment the Boston which 
became editor chief 1874. His magnificent work 
this paper made the leading and most representative 
Irish Catholic organ America, and himself leader 
the Irish Americans and one the most popular men 
this country. died suddenly his home Hull, 
Mass., August 10, 1890, 

from Southern Seas” was published 1874;
